SEC. 122. PROTECTING LONG TERM SUPPORT SERVICES 1

FOR SENIORS UNDER MEDICAID. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—The provisions of section 121 and 3

the amendments made by such section shall not take effect 4

if such provisions or amendments negatively impact sen-5

iors’ access to long term services and supports under the 6

Medicaid program under title XIX of the Social Security 7

Act or any other long term services and supports program 8

established or reauthorized under the Patient Protection 9

and Affordable Care Act. 10

(b) REAUTHORIZATION OF PROGRAMS.— 11

(1) STATE BALANCING INCENTIVE PAYMENTS 12

PROGRAM.—Section 10202(f)(2) of the Patient Pro-13

tection and Affordable Care Act (42 U.S.C. 1396d 14

note) is amended by striking ‘‘2015’’ and inserting 15

‘‘2020’’. 16

(2) MONEY FOLLOWS THE PERSON PROGRAM.— 17

(A) Section 6071(h) of the Deficit Reduction Act of 18

2005 (42 U.S.C. 1396a note) is amended— 19
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(i) in paragraph (1)(E), by striking ‘‘fiscal 1

year 2016’’ and inserting ‘‘fiscal year 2021’’; 2

and 3

(ii) in paragraph (2), by striking ‘‘2016’’ 4

and inserting ‘‘2021’’. 5

(B) Paragraphs (2) and (3) of section 6071(g) 6

of such Act are each amended by striking ‘‘2016’’ 7

and inserting ‘‘2021’’. 8

(c) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the date 9

of the enactment of this title, the Secretary of Health and 10

Human Services shall submit to Congress a report ana-11

lyzing possible options to develop a comprehensive Federal 12

long term services and supports financing system. 13
